3 Nations Near Agreement 
On Nuclear Test Ban 


W ASHINGTON (AP)— The United States, Britain 
and the Soviet Union appeared today to be closer to 
agreement on a nuclear weapons test ban than they 
have been at any time in almost two years. 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev has removed a major 
barrier to serious negotiation by telling President Ken­ 
nedy that he would accept two or three on-site inspec­ 
tions a year in the Soviet Union as part of a system to 
prevent cheating. 
Reaction in the Senate, where a test ban pact would 
have to be approved, was heavily cautious. But the 
general feeling was that, in accepting the principle of 
on-site inspection, Khrushchev's move was encourag­ 
ing. 
In an exchange of letters released here and in Mos­ 
cow Sunday night, Kennedy told Khruschev he was 
"encouraged that you are prepared to accept the prin­ 
ciple of on-site inspections." 
The State Department said the United States now 
hopes that discussions on the long deadlocked test ban 
issue "can be continued to a successful conclusion."

The Thames River froze bank 
to honk at Kingston. It was the 
first time since 1895 that the river 
has frozen so far downstream 
Searchers looked for three men 
feared dead beneath avalanches 
in tile Pennine hills of northern 
England. 
Snow and ice on runways forced 
British European Airlines to can- 
eel 44 flights, out (rf London Air­ 
port Sunday. 
Trains between London and the 
suburbs ran hours late. The in. 
tense cold froze the wheels of 
some trains to the tracks, 
Italy also continued to take a 
beating from the weather. Freez­ 
ing temperatures gripped the pen­ 
insula after a weekend of snow 
and rain.

9 UNIONS PAY 
DENEFITS TO 
N.Y. STRIKERS

NEW YORK YAP)—Nine unions 
•re paying nearly $1 million week­ 
ly in strike benefits to more than 
15,000 members idled by the New 
York newspaper blackout, a sur­ 
vey showed today. The amount is 
about two-fifths of their normal 
wages. 
TTie benefits range from $30 for 
a single man with no dependents 
to $120 for others, depending on 
the union 
Only the deliverers union among 
10 major unions affected by the 
strike is paying no benefits. Its 
2.800 members voted to go with­ 
out strike pay rather than bor­ 
row from their pension fluid. They 
still have some income from sales 
of out-of-town newspafiers. whose 
circulations bere 
have spurted 
since the city's nine major dailies 
closed. 
O N E HAS BO RRO W ED 
So far as could be determined, 
only 
the American 
Newspaper 
Guild of tile unions involved in 
the 45-day-old strike here has bor­ 
rowed to enable it to continue 
benefits to more than 5,000 job­ 
less gvrikismen in New- York and 
Cleveland, where a strike that has 
closed 
Cleveland’s 
two 
news­ 
papers is in its 53rd day. 
Bertram A. Powers, head of the 
printers here — who called the 
strike—denied reports that his Lo­ 
cal 6 of the International Typo, 
graphical Union. AFL-CIO, had 
sought loans. 
The 3.000 printers out of work 
here because of the shutdown are 
l-eported to have been drawing 
$68.40 a week for a single man 
and $96.80 for a married man. 
Whether the same scale will be 
continued is uncertain.

set an eight foot-six-inch gold 
anodized aluminum cross atop the 
needle-point tip. 
A 10.000 pound solid brass bell 
then was lifted to the bell pocket 
at the base of the steeple, where 
it was hung on a wooden beam. 
The bell, made in 1893 in Balti­ 
more. was removed from the bell 
tower of the old church and has 
been electrified to permit only 
th© clapper to move. 
According to Joel Hill. Gettys­ 
burg Construction Co., the steeple 
foundation is five and a half feet 
wide, tapering to 42 inches at 
the point where the steeple fits 
down over the top edge. He said 
that the steeple flange is fast­ 
ened to the steel base with eight 
bolts. Two steel trusses across 
the 46-foot building support the 
steeple tower.
